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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international 
application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 
371 (c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-5,7,8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Johnsen US Patent 6,483220. 

Johnsen'220 discloses a winding for a rotor of dynamoelectric comprising: at least one 
rotor field winding (118 column 4, line 29, fig.4) a winding support (102, column 4, line 24, 
Fig.4) having a slot receiving (1 16, column 4,line 39,Fif.5) said at least one winding and 
a plurality of teeth (both side of the winding support 102,114a, 114b extend outwards 
and build teeth on each side Fig. 5) wherein said winding assembly is mountable on said 
rotor (see Fig.4 and 5) wherein said winding support includes at least one spacer 
(122,124 column 4,line 34) having edges (126,128,column 4,line 37,Fig. 5)that engage 
slots on at least one surface of the rotor, and said slots are transverse to a centerline of 
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the rotor (Fig.S.the winding support with slots transverse to the rotor) wherein said at 
least one spacer(132,134 ,side walls of the of the slots 116, column 5,line 14, Fig. 5) has 
a quarter-disk shape (surface of the 102, see Fig. 5), and has radial slots to receive said 
windings (132,134) wherein each of said plurality of rotor windings has a long side that 
fits into one of said radial slots of said spacer.(see Fig. 5 the winding 118 has a long 
side fits into the 123,124 slots) 
Claims 15-17 are canceled. 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 04/02/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Johnsen'220 teaches a winding for a rotor of dynamoelectric having at 
least one rotor field winding ( see the element 118 column 4, line 29, in Fig.4) and also 
a winding support (see the element102,in Fig.4) having a slot receiving (1 16, column 
4, line 39,Fif.5) the winding and a plurality of teeth (both side of the winding support 
102,114a, 1 14b extend outwards and build teeth on each side Fig. 5) .

The prior art of the record fails to teach a winding assembly for a rotor core 
Comprising; an array of field windings arranged in an in an array, each of said windings 
having a pair of opposite long sides and a pair of opposite end sections a plurality of 
windings spacers supporting the long sides of the field windings said windings spacers 
each having a first edge and a second edge wherein each of said first edges slidablv 
engaged a respective spacer slot on a first surface of the rotor core and each of said 
second edges engage a respective spacer slot on a second surface of the rotor cores 
and the first surface of the rotor core has a locking slot traverse to the spacer slots on 
the first surface, and the assembly further comprises a locking bar slidablv engaging the 
locking slot
